Sir: 


In order that the accounts of your Mint may accurately show the amount of silver bullion 
in the Mint procured or available for the coinage of silver, you are authorized and directed to 
cause the silver parted from gold deposits to be entered in the Silver Bullion Purchase Account, 
and to be reported monthly on form 193, as silver purchased for coinage. (Has always been done 
in monthly this order?) 


You are also authorized and directed to cause the silver bullion retained for charges on 
silver deposited for bars, unless needed for the immediate payment of depositors, to be 
transferred quarterly from the Silver Bullion Deposit Account to the Silver Bullion Purchase 
Account, and to be reported, in the closing month of each quarter, on form 193, as silver 
purchased at the rate paid or allowed depositors therefore — at present one dollar per standard 
ounce.
